Does Not Want to ^Finish Grade Separa- 


tion and Let the Courts Decide 


Matter of Cost. 


In a letter submitted today to: the 


board of public works through the local 
Pennsylvania officials, the company de- 
clines through Vice President Joseph 
Wood, to proceed with grade separation 
west ot Calhoun street, and permit the 
courts to decide the question of the di- 
vision of costs. 


In answer to this communication th» 


board of public works on behalf of the 
city, has refused to. go ahead with the 
work under any other interpretation of 
the law than it';*1s fixed upon as the 
correct one and-f-je two letters simply 
added another chapter to a story of 
grade separation in Fort Wayne. 


It is maintained, and has been stated 


a hundred times or go. bythe city that 
its interpretation of the special grade 
separation net forces upon the railroad 


] companies 25 per cent, of all costs in- 
curred at street crossings. 


The company's attorneys hold that 


this. 23 per cent, e.lausc applies only to 
the work done within the lines of it« 
right of way and that/property damage 
resulting from changes in grades, a.p- 
pronches and all improvements outside 
of this right of way must be paid for 
by the city. 


what Mr. Wood Says. 


On-this question and upon the propo- 


sition to let the courts decide the di- 
vision of costs when the work is com- 
pleted,' Mr. Wood says: 


"We construe the act as providing 


that the expense to be borne by the 
city and the railway company shall in- 
clude'the cost of the entire'work act- 
' ually lo be done at .the crossings and 
we must take the position that, the law 
does not require us to assume and .pay 
any part of the cost' of street grade 
changes, pavement, sidewalk or drain- 


age, 
construction or reconstruction, • ex- 


cept snch construction or reconstruction 
as may be directly attributable to the 
crossings themselves and confined with- 
in the limits of our right of way. 


"As the railway company must as- 


sume the burden of adjusting its tracks 
between crossings to the new condi- 
tions, go. we think, the city must a»- 
sume the cost of street grade change* 
and other construction, including dam- 
ages, beyond the limits of the railway 
company's right of way. 


"We cannot assent to your proposi- 


tion that the work be allowed to pro- 
ceed and that thereafter the question 
of who shall pay for the npproachcs be 
decided in the courts. The whole sub- 
ject should be embodied in and covered 
by an agreement, Entered into accord- 
ing- to law. In no other manner can 
our rights be preserved. We would pre- 
fer rather to have the validity of the 
entire act determined by the court*.''

clearly ?et out that, the city will re- 
quire no agreement on the question of 
cost division.

The president advises congress that the 


board's investigations have shown that 
the du.ti*» ou some cottou yams is two 
and threo time* in excess of the differ- 
ence of the cost of production in the 
United States and abroad. The duties 
imposed because of finishing procenses 
are in excess of the difference in the 
extra cost due to finishing and are often 
in excess of the total domestic cost .if 
finishing. 


Prices Hither Here. 


Prices paid by consumers in the Uni- 


ted States are higher than'abroad evtn 
when prices received by manufacturers 
in both places are the same. 
This is 


said to be due to the higher cost of dis- 
tribution here. Plain cloths are as cheap 
here as anywhere, but on fancy fabrics 
the duties are in excess of the difference* 
in cost aud in many cases the duties arc 
greater than the conversion costs in tho 
mills <>f Die L'nitcd States. 


President/raft asks a deficiency appro- 


priation of .?CO,000 for the board to con- 
tinue its work during April, May and 
•Tune, and urges congress to further con- 
tinue the life of the board that it may 
prosecute investigations of the metal, 
leather, chemical aud sugar schedules 
which the president has directed. 


The president's message is a compre- 


hensive summary of the board's finding*. 
As in its report on the woolen schedule 
and the pulp and paper schedule, the 
board makes no recommendations, and 
suggests no duties in its review of a 
very complex subject. 
The president 


says he bases his recommendations on 
the declaration of. the platform on which 
he was elected—"that a reasonable pro- 
tective tariff should be adjusted tn the 
difference in cost of production at home 
and abroad. 


"The difference in the cost of weaving 


yams into cloth as between this country 
and its chief competitor varies according 
to the character of the fabric," the pres- 
ident •wrote. 


Lower Cost of Weaving. 


"In caeo of many cloths of 
plain 


weave, the American cost of weaving 
teems to lie lower than the foreign cost, 
dun to the greater, number of looms 
tended per weaver in this country. This 
reduces the. labor cost per yard despite 
the higher earnings of the American 
weaver. 
This conclusion is further sub- 


stantiated by the fact that cloths ^ 
this description «re sold by the domestic 
manufacturer in this country at prices 
as lovV as those charged by the foreign 
manufacturer in his own .country. In 
proportion, however, as the fabric be- 
comes more complicated (and .therefore 
permits of fewer looms per weaver) the 
American cost of production increases. 
Tn the case of most fancy fabrics of com- 
plicated weave, the cost of weaving is 
higher in this country, but on such fab- 
rics tho present duties are in excess of 
any difference in cost, and in many cases 
are in excess of the total conversion 
costs in this country." 


Tigures are presented to show that 


although labor' costs in the cotton in- 
dustry are in many cases lower in the 
United Slates than in England, yet the 
actual hourly earnings in this country 
are in most of the principal occupations 
much greater. 
The conclusion is that 


on mauy plain fabrics the cost of pro- 
duction in this country is not greater.

The bodies'of four miners had been 


taken from the Jed coal mine up to 3 
oclock this aftwnoon and ten men had 
been rescued alive. It was, reported at 
thjs hour that there v.-ere fl.'J men iii 
the mine «t the time of the explosion, 
which'is believed to have been due to 
gas. 
Government rescuing men who ar- 


rived, here late today believe that few 
of tlic remaining in the mine are now 
alive.

THE NEW ELECTION ACTS. 


The new Indiana registration law and the corrupt 


practices act, particularly the latter, are plainly 
causing candidates this year a deal of worriment, 
for in many cases it is not yet clear in their minds 
jnst how far they will be compelled to get away 
from old-time political methods. As a result, most 
of them are keeping safely within the limits of the 
most rigid construction of the law relative to cor- 
rupt practices, and even the campaign cigar has 
been utterly hanisbcd. Most brands of them ought 
to have teen eliminated long ago. 


But as a result of a conference just held by 


Governor Marshall, Bernard 
Korbly, democratic 


state chairman; Fred A. Sims, republican state 
chairman, and attorneys 'representing the commit^ 
teemen, it has been decided that a construction of 
the new registration and corrupt practices acts 
should be given out, which will enable the political 
organizations to carry on the machinery necessary 
for the registration of voters and the election next 
fall. 'Both attorneys, after several days' study of 
the acts, said a strict construction of the letter of 
the corrupt practices act would mean that men 
could not be employed to attend to the registration, 


. that' poll books could not be bought, except by pri- 
_vate subscription, that poll hook holders could not 


fee employed, and that men could not be employed 


;-to"take polls, unless paid by like subscription-by 
{persons, not candidates. 


^While the affairs of the parties might be carried 


bn in the country districts, it ^vas pointed out, ac- 
cording to such ,a construction, it would be impos- 
sible to conduct an election and a registration in 
the cities, where the machinery is more elaborate. 
The attorneys will, in the course of a few days, file 


, yrith the two committees a written construction 
along the lines agreed on. 


It was agreed among all those who attended the 


conference that the corrupt practices act should be 
construed so as to prevent the spending'of money 
ia any wa;^ that could be regarded as corrupting, in 
any degree, the campaign or the election. 
They 


.agreed with Thomas M. Houan, attorney general, 
that treating by candidates, their hiring of car- 
riages and the like for carrying voters, etc., when 
paid for by the candidates, would be usiug money 
illegally. 


Governor Marshall said the purpose o£ the con- 


ference was to clarify matters so the machinery of 
the campaign, and especially for the registration. 
conld be set under way as quickly as possible.
